New Rocket 
Developed,

WASHINGTON Iff) — A big new 


rocket engine, using solid instead 
of hard-to-handle liquid fuel for 
powering an intermediate 
range 


ballistic missile, has been devel- 
oped and put under test. 


This was disclosed today in a 


routine annual reprot 
to stock- 


holders by the General Tire Co., 
which seemed to contain consid- 
erably 
more 
information about 


some weapons than has been an- 
nounced by the Defense Depart- 
ment. The report said the new 
rocket motor went into its testing 
stage last October. 


However, Army 
experts told a 


newsman that Jupiter 
IRBMpro- 


gram does not now include use of 
a solid instead of liquid fuel. This 
appeared to 
indicate 
the 
new 


rockey engine may be intended 
for use by the Navy in its Polaris 
IRBM. The Navy started out with 
the Army on joint development of 
the Jupiter, but a few months ago 
anounced plans to go ahead with 
its own project.

Navy favors a solid fuel instead 
of the fuming nitric acid and ox- 
idizer used generally in Army and 
Air Force ballistic missiler.
